He said that if he was going to review the 
material, he would like to start with the Warren Report to 
see what was considered and then go from there. I don't 
think he has the time or the inclincation to go through 26 
volumes at the library. 

Besides Pete Logan, the only other Agent I am 
acqueaianed with is Jim Hosty. As you know, he was assigned 
to Kansas City after the note incident. Several months 
before I retired, Hosty gave a talk to our office personnel 
relating his experiences in this matter. I was the only one 
who challanged him on the WC findings, and specifically 
asked him questions that attacks the lone assassin theory.
